It is often ssid that, if the Tsar could hare 
his qoy,- Russion polioy would “ teke om ma 
new aspect, aud become penceful and philanthro. 
pic, but that owing to the machinations of 
Russian statesmen, he is unable to effectively 
contro} Russian policy... Tho defences usually 
sot'up by His Majesty's English friends are, a8 
the Economist romarks, “ that ho is ignorput of 
the facts, or that he ia powerless to enforce bis 
will upon hig too powerfal Ministers.” We can- 
not say that either of theso pleas eam ‘to us 
to have much force. If he is ignorant of what 
ia going on in the Empire, vast as {t ie, ho is 
ignorant ‘by ‘his own fault. ‘Ibere ean be no 
general conspiracy to keop the truth from him, 
‘There ig not an officis! in Russia who bos not 
colleagnes. or ' subordinates watching and 
eritioning every step -ho takes, oud ready if 
the obannels are opened for’ bim to lay tho 
result of bis obsarvations Vefore the Tsar... -

To the chapter on “Coneuls and a Consul 
Syatem” Mr, Jernigan’ makes an sppeal for 
the reorganisation of the United Btates Con- 
gular service, ond aleo for s higher scalo of pay- 
ment. He mositions that that the annual salary 
vf the British Minister at Peking (892,5U0) is 
more then balf the total solaries of the twenty- 
seven diplomalio and consular officers of the 
United + tates in China, The author is fully 
just fd in describing the salaries paid to the 
United Stotes officiela in China as meagre, and 
it, wonld be unwise on the’ part of the United 
States Government to ignore the ex-Consul 
Gereral’s appeal. The snthor's views on the 
subject will certainly commend themselves to 
readers in China familior with the conditions 
and the advantages of an efficient consular 
service. ; : 
‘The eubject of missionary effort in China, {o 
which the author devotes a chapter, is one which 
usually crovtes a controversy, but the critio wily 
nol fied much in the chapter to dispute. When, 
however, Mr. Jernigan says that “the opinion 
that would oxelade missionaries from Chins, or 
thot which disoredits {heir work, cannot deny 
the right of missionaries to reside in Chine and 
pursue their profession,” itis open to the oppon- 
ents of missionary enterprise to retort that this 
\ight of missionaries to reside in China and 
pareve their profession has only been regularised 
by revent treaties ; for it is a fact that ioland 
missions wera carried on iu China for apwards 
of forty yours under the mgis of a very equivccal 
traneaction when the Franco-Chinese Treaty of 
1860 wos negotiated. A clause was smuggled 
jnto the Chinese text only of the treaty, 
unknown even to ifs nominal negotiator, Baron 
Gros, The proceeding has been’ deccribed os 
a frond, audacious and flagitions,” and this 
description seoms to be warranted by the known 
fuets.
